N A SA Ponders 
W ay To Shield 
Skylab From Sun 


CAPE KENNEDY, Fla. (A P )-The 
Skylab I astronauts may rocket to 
their troubled space laboratory and 
salvage the mission by installing a 
cover or balloon to shield the craft 
from the searing rays of the sun. 


That is one option being considered 
by space agency officials today as they 
cope with what to do about the 120- 
degree temperatures in Skylab’s cabin 
that 
presently make the orbiting 
laboratory uninhabitable. 


They say the high readings, which 
have risen steadily since the craft was 
launched Monday, are the main 
barrier to sending astronauts Charles 
Conard Jr., Dr. Joseph P. Kerwin and 
Paul J. Weitz into space Sunday to link 
up with the 85-ton lab. 
The problem was caused when 
protective thermal paint was stripped 
from the spacecraft during a launch 
mishap. 
Another possibility is to dispatch the 
astronauts on an abbreviated in­ 
spection mission that would involve a 
fly-around of the Skylab to photograph 
and evaluate problem areas, followed 
possibly by a docking and brief on- 
ixiard (aspection. 
A decision on what to do and when 
and if to launch may not come until 
Saturday, 
reported 
William 
C. 
Schneider, Skylab program director. 
The countdown on the astronauts’ 
Saturn IB rocket continued on sched­ 


ule in case the green light is given for 
Sunday. 
Conrad, Kerwin and Weitz are in­ 
volved in the decision-making process. 
Schneider said that, if it is decided to 
take up a balloon or some other shade 
device, the flight might have to be 
delayed several days to acquire and 
test the object and give the astronauts 
time to rehearse installation. 
The training is important because 
the installation might involve a space 
walk by one or two of the astronauts, 
and they would have to be thoroughly 
briefed on exactly what to do on the 
potentially hazardous assignment. 
If a 
balloon 
were selected, it 
probably would resemble an air 
mattress that would be attached to a 
spacecraft boom, swung over the 
workshop and inflated. Also being 
considered is a thermal insulation 
blanket 42 feet long and IO to 12 feet 
wide. 
“ If we could cover 30 to 40 per cent of 
the affected spacecraft area on the 
side facing the sun, it would solve the 
problem,” flight controller Don Buddy 
told newsmen Tuesday night. 
The space agency seemed to be 
leaning more to having the Skylab I 
crew install a shade rather than 
merely do a flyaround mission to 
assess the problem for the Skylab 2 
and 3 crews who would inhabit the 
station later in the year if troubles 
were corrected. 
Torrid Gold Market 
Cools Down Slightly 


IX)NDON (A F) - Gold fell back 
from record prices in Europe today for 
the first time since early last week, 
then steadied for perhaps another 
climb. But the U.S. dollar began to 
improve. 


Gold opened in Zurich at $104.50 an 
ounce, down $6 from Tuesday’s close. 
In Ixindon, the metal brought only 
$107.50 in early trades, down $3 on 
overnight levels. But in the daily 
midmorning fixing, the five leading 
bullion dealers agreed on a fixing price 
of $111, or 50 cents above Tuesday’s 
close. 


This price, which the five dealers 
agree on each morning as the level 
they think the market will reach, in­ 
dicated they believe the market still is 
trending upward, but much more 
gradually than in the past two days. At 
Tuesday’s fixing, for example, they 
raised the price nearly $5 an ounce. 


The metal reached $100 an ounce for 
the first time 
Monday and kept 
climbing to new records over the next 
two sessions, helping to weaken the 
dollar on money markets. By late 
Tuesday, however, dealers were 
openly 
saying 
the 
market 
had 
overreacted and a turnaround had 
been generally expected. 


In Frankfurt, the dollar opened 
stronger on the foreign exchange 
market, at 2.7840 West German marks. 
It had closed there Tuesday at 2.7750. 
Dollar weakness in Germany late last 
week helped trigger dollar selling 
elsewhere, and any sustained dollar 
recovery there would be likely to help 
the U.S. currency in other centers. 


The dollar also gained in early 
trading in london, Baris and Zurich. It 
brought 3.1613 Swiss francs in Zurich, 
up from 3.1333 late Tuesday, and 4.4650 
French francs in Baris, a rise of four 
centimes. In London, the pound 
dropped to $2.55, down from an 11- 
month high of $2.57 on Tuesday. 


It was not clear yet whether the drop 
in the gold price and the improvement 
in the dollar were brief technical 
adjustments in market patterns or the 
beginning of a period of steadier 
trading. Financial markets usually 
move in spurts, and it is possible that 


later this week gold will soar again and 
the dollar plunge. 
One usually accompanies the other, 
since investors and speculators who 
feel that the dollar is shaky sell dollars 
and buy either stronger foreign 
currencies or gold. 
The prime reason for the latest run 
on the dollar is concern that the 
Watergate scandals will weaken 
Bresident Nixon’s hand in dealing with 
economic, 
trade 
and 
monetary 
problems.

That summary and an official digest 
of the same incident as disclosed by 
former acting FBI Director L. Patrick 
Gray III make (Missible a detailed 
reconstruction of one element of the 
alleged White House coverup of tin* 
Watergate affair 
Gray, who told his story to Senate 
Watergate investigators, and Walters 
gave differing accounts, but the two 
versions show these developments: 
On June 23. six days after five men 
were arrested inside Democratic 
iK'ndquarters at the Watergate, then- 
GIA Director Richard Helms and 
Walters were summoned to the White 
House to meet with chief of staff li lt. 
Haldernan and dnmcstic-nffairs ad­ 
viser John I). Ehrlichman in Ehrlich- 
inan’s office. 
Walters said Haldemun told hun to 
tell Gray that if the FBI pursued an 
investigation of certain funds in 
Mexico, connected with the Watergate 
case, the inquiry would compromise 
certain GIA activities and resources in 
Mexico. 
Walters met with Gray an hour later 
and conveyed the message, and Gray 
indicated he was aware flu* two 
agencies don’t uncover each other’s 
sources and activities.

Nixon Proposes 
Election Reforms 


WASHINGTON (A P) - Spurred by 
Watergate revelations, President 
Nixon asked (Congress today to create 
a special nonpartisan commission to 
conduct “ a complete re*exaruination 
of our system of elections and cam­ 
paign practices.” 
In a special message, Nixon said 
“ recent disclosures of widespread 
abuses during the presidential cam­ 
paign of 1972” make reform an urgent 
and essential priority item to help 
“ restore the faith of the American 
people in the integrity of their political 
processes.” 
While not once mentioning the word 
Watergate in his message or in a 
companion address prepared for radio 
broadcast, Nixon said many more dis­ 
closures of 1972 campaign misdeeds 
“ will doubtless soon Ik* made.” 
The President submitted a proposed 
joint resolution that would create a 17- 
member Nonpartisan Commission on 
Election Reform that would be called 
on to submit a final report by Dec. I. 
The commission’s mandate would be 
ac broad as the federal election 


process itself,” Nixon said. “ Nothing 
would be excluded.” 


Nixon specifically urged that the 
commission consider the wisdom of a 
constitutional amendment that would 
limit a president to a single six-year 
term and double the tenure of House 
members to four years. 


While expressing 
no personal 
opinion on presidential tenure,” Nixon 
said, “ Personally, I have long favored 
the four-year term for members of the 
House, with half of the members 
elected every two years.”

Industrial Output 
Takes Big Jump 


WASHINGTON (A P) - The coun­ 
try ’s industrial 
production took 
another big 
jump 
in 
April, 
but 
government economists don’t see the 
rise as a setback in efforts to slow tile 
booming U.S. economy. 
The index of industrial production 
soared a full percentage point in April 
as output rose for nearly all segments 
of industry. The March increase was .6 
per cent. 
The balance-of-payments deficit also 
continued to grow, with first quarter 
figures released Tuesday showing that 
funds flowing out of tlx* country ex­ 
ceeded incoming dollars by 
$10.2 
billion. This was one of the largest 
quarterly deficits in the country’s 
history. 
Administration economists warned 
recently that tlx* country’s economy, 
increasing at a rate of alxiut 8 per cent 
this year, should be slowed to about 4 
lier cent to guard against a recession. 
“ April came in strong, but that 
doesn’t make a whole quarter,” a 


spokesman for the President’s Council 
of Economic Advisers said about the 
[>ro flu ct ion jump. 
He said figures for the remaining 
eight months of the year, especially 
after July, should show the results of 
government efforts to slow the 
economy through restrictions on 
federal spending and a more moderate 
increase in money supply.

Contam ination O f W ater 
Adds To W oes O f V illa g e s 


W ILLIAM SBURG, Mich. (AP) - 
Plans to allow some evacuated 
families to return to this tiny northern 
Michigan community have been 
cancelled because of water con­ 
tamination caused by continuing 
eruptions of natural gas, authorities 
said Tuesday. 
Health officials told an inter­ 
governmental conference here that 
replacement or extensive remodeling 
of water wells and sewer systems will 
be necessary before some 74 families 
can return to their homes. 
Officials said Monday they expected 
to allow about 20 families to return to 
their homes later this week, pending 
the study of water contamination. 
Grand Traverse County Sheriff 
Richard Weiler said the new findings 
mean none of the evacuated families 
will be able to return to their homes for 
some time. 
Health officials said explosions 
might occur if gas entered homes 
through water faucets. Contamination 
with silt is also a problem, they said. 
Weiler said gas eruptions in the area 
have slowed, but are continuing. State 
officials have linked the gas to a 


nearby Amoco Production Co. drilling 
operation. 
'Hie sheriff said authorities also are 
studying reports that natural gas has 
been entering the east arm of Grand 
Traverse Bay for the past two weeks. 
He said wave action on the bay has 
made it impossible to check the 
reports of fishermen who said they 
observed large bubbles rising to the 
surface about one-half mile off Acme, 
about four miles west of Williamsburg. 
The eruptions 
began at 
W il­ 
liamsburg a month ago and soon 
spread to neighboring Acme, routing 
residents of both communities. 
Geologists at the meeting Tuesday 
said gas eruptioas in the bay were not 
dangerous because the water would 
tend to dissipate the gas. 
Amoco Production Co., a subsidiary 
of Standard Oil Co. of Indiana, has 
sealed tlx* well that is believed to have 
caused the gas eruptions. 
State officials have said a leak in the 
well allowed gas from the 6,000-foot 
level to enter a porous rock layer 2,400 
feet down and travel west before 
breaking through to the surface in the 
WilliamsburgAcme area.

Pulitzer Boo-Boo 


The award of the 1973 liihtzer ITize 
for public service in journalism to the 
Washington post for its bulldogging 
investigation of Watergate stands 
beyond ideology. It was clearly 
merited. But ideology is smeared all 
over some of the other Ihilitzer 
choices. 
The award that really makes my 
hackles rise is the “vindication” prize 
that went to W A Swanberg for his 
alleged biography of Henry H. Ia jc c , 
“ IAlce and his Empire.” The story is 
that the Ihilitzer judges and advisory 
board, who had reversed a recom­ 
mendation in 1962 that would have 
honored Mr. Swanberg's “ Citizen 
Hearst," wanted to make up for an old 
injustice. Whatever their motive, they 
dishonored the name of lAihtzer in 
giving a prize to a glaringly ignorant 
book 
I worked for Henry I Alce in various 
capacities for 15 years, doing cor­ 
poration stories for Fortune, articles 
and editorials for Life, and an oc­ 
casional piece for Time Without being 
really close to hun, I felt that I knew 
hun well He was a complex man. part 
Christian mystic, part political 
pragmatist, but always the journalist. 
Ut* was gruff, but he had a great basic 
kindness. He had a passion to preserve 
the American Republic, and to extend 
the idealistic side of American life to 
foreign areas. He hoped, absurdly, to 
Christianize China 
He was anti­ 
communist both because be was a 
Christian and be< ause he feared 
fanatic power, but his political 
jiragmatism and his resistance to all- 
outers of any kind kept hun from 
becoming friends with the hard-liners 
of the ant I-Communist breed. 
Mr Swanberg has tried to pour this 
complex man into an inexcusably

simple mold I Alce, to hun, w as a Red- 
baiter and an imperialist and a one­ 
sided propagandist in all his jour­ 
nalistic organs. The truth, however, is 
that Luce played it very much down 
the journalistic middle in his reaction 
to the growth of Communist in­ 
ternational power. He let Whittaker 
Chambers, who saw Romanoff im­ 
perialism behind the Marxist ex- 
pa run on ism of Stalin, have his say in 
one part of Tune magazine. But John 
Osborne, who wanted to give the 
Russians the benefit of the* doubt back 
in 1946. could hardly complain of being 
gagged Neither could Teddy White. 
who saw MaoTse-tung with stars in his 
eyes. As I know from my own ex- 
penenoe, the Tune, Inc., publications 
were a perpetual battleground for 
opposing ideas and philosophies, and 
I Alce liked it that w ay 
He had 
Franklin Roosevelt's faculty for 
getting results by pitting people 
against each other 
Mr Swanberg treats Lut e as a press 
agent for Ch I an g Kai-shek. Naturally, 
like most intelligent men, Harry I Alce 
would have preferred to keep China 
from falling to die Communists. Yet it 
was I Alce who killed Charles J.V. 
Murphy’s excellent two-part piece on 
(hiang because John Billings, his chief 
editorial adviser, argued successfully 
w ith him that it w as time “ to get off the 
hook of Chiang.” 
I Alce worked w ith Alfred Kohlberg, 
die textile importer who hated the* 
Chinese Communists, on China Relief. 
But he couldn't personally swallow 
Kohlberg’s quality of intransigence. 
“ You k n o w he said cur* day to Willie 
Schlamm, “ Alfred Kohlberg is right. 
But I can't stand these goddam anti­ 
communists *’ 
It 
was 
a 
tem­ 
peramental business w ith I Alce. who 


promoted many a man who disagreed 
with him about Russia and China, 
liberals and Democrats did a major 
part of the Luce editing for the simple 
tec hnical reason that they were often 
far more competent as journalists than 
any Republicans Time, Inc., could 
find As John Billings said, “Someone 
has to get out the papers.” 
The trouble w ith Swanberg is that he 
talked only with those who were 
emotionally prefabricated to accept 
his preconceptions. Swanberg tries to 
make a lot of mileage by attacking 
Time’s style as of the Twenties. But 
Timestyle was always different from 
Fortune style or Life style. I Alce liked 
variety in writing: he prided himself 
that people as different as louis 
Kronenberger, Robert Cantwell and 
Whittaker Chambers, all of whom 
wrote un-Timese. wrote for Time. You 
would hardly get an inkling of the 
man s esthetic and philosophical 
preferences from Mr. 
Swanberg's 
fallacious portrait of I Alce as a Red- 
baiter and addict of the pejorative 
adjective. 
The tipoff to the shallowness of 
Swanberg's lob is to be found in a 
couple of references to Edward Ken­ 
nedy The Edward Kennedy who ap- 
pears in the Swanberg index is the 
Massachusetts Senator. He had

publications. On the other hand, there 
was an Edward Kennedy on the staff of 
Fortune. A genius at smelling out what 
was hidden behind official balance 
sheets, Ed Kennedy wrote most of the 
first-rate business stories in Fortune 
over the period of a decade. Swanberg 
doesn t mention this particular Ed­ 
ward Kennedy, who was invaluable in 
making 
Luce’s favorite magazine 
what it was.

Can a child who has had a bout of 
rheumatic fever without any heart 
complications grow up to be a normal, 
healthy woman0 
Will there be too much pressure on 
the heart if she had a child? 
.Although my daughter is only 14 
years old I find myself constantly 
worrying about the problem. 
Mrs. J R.. Maine 
Dear Mrs. R .: 
When one considers how rapidly an 
adolescent becomes an adult, and how 
soon marriage and motherhood follow. 
it is not too soon for you to consider 
your problem. 
It is highly unlikely, especially in the 
absence of any complication, that your 
daughter will not be a healthy adult. 
Many women who have had moderate, 
and even severe, bouts of rheumatic 
fever with some heart complications 
have been able to bear children with­ 
out any unusual difficulty. 
New techniques in the delivery of the 
child prevent burdens on the mother 
during the time she is giving birth. The 
safety of modern anesthesia relieves 
the possibility of undue burden on the 
heart during the process of delivery. 
Your own doctor can reassure you 
that your daughter has no permanent 
damage that w ill interfere with normal 
healthv adulthood. 


the nature of your brother’s deafness 
and whether or not hearing can be re­ 
turned. 
There are some tumors, generally 
non-cancerous, which affect the 
hearing part of the auditory nerve to 
the brain. 
If these tumors can be removed 
without sacrificing the hearing nerve, 
then the hearing may come back. 
In most instances, tumors of the 
auditory, or hearing nerve produce 
deafness which is not reversible.

Sadat called again Tuesday on the 
Arab nations to use their oil to 
pressure the United States into 
abandoning Israel.

Medicare Changed 
By Social Security Bill 


What does Medicare pay for? The 
answer to this question has changed as 
a result of the 1972 Social Security 
Amendments. 


These changes include additional 
coverage under both hospital and 
medical insurance as well as changes 
in what the patient himself has to pay. 
For the first time. Medicare will lie 
paying 
for certain 
services of 
chiropractors, optometrists, speech 
pathologists, and independent physical 
therapists, and for colostomy supplies. 


Additional services by foreign 
hospitals and doctors are now covered 
while services to Fedora I employees 
covered by a Federal health benefits 
plan will be excluded. Other changes 
include an increase in the annual 
deductible for medical insurance and 
elimination of the coinsurance for 
home health services. 


Starting 
in 
Ju ly 
1973 
some 
chiropractic services will Ik * covered 
under Part B of Medicare. 'Hie injury 
must be shown by an X-ray, and the 
chiropractor must be licensed and 
meet certain educational standards to 
Ix* established by the Social Security 
Administration. 


For the first time certain services by 
licensed 
optometrists 
are 
now 
covered. Coverage is limited to an 
examination attesting to the patient's 
need for prosthetic lenses. Any such 
services since enactment of the new 
law 
can lx* submitted for reim­ 
bursement. 


Outpatient speech pathology ser­ 
vices were reimbursable starting 
January I, 1973. Starting July I, 1973 
services by a licensed independent 
physical therapist will lx* covered if 
the services are rendered either in the 
therapist’s office or the patient’s 
home. Such services must In* under a 
physician’s plan and meet certain 
health and safety standards to lx* 
established by the Government. 
Covered services are limited to $100 
lier year, subject to the deductible and 
coinsurance provisions of Part B of 
Medicare. 
Starting with January 1973, a dentist 
can certify as to the necessity of 
hospitalization for dental surgery. 
Formerly, it was necessary for a 
physician to make this certification. 
Additional services by foreign 
doctors and hospitals were covered 
starting January I, 1973. Formerly, 
coverage was limited to certain 
emergency treatment cases. Now non­ 
emergency treatment is covered if the 
hospital meets certain accreditation 
standards, and the foreign hospital is 
the nearest medical facility. 
Effective this year the deductible for 
.services under Part B of Medicare was 
increased from $50 to $60 Ibis means 
Hie first $60 of physicians’ services or 
other services under medical 
in­ 
surance are not reimbursable. If the 
reasonable amount of the services 
exceeds $60, Medicare will [way for 80 
per cent of the amount above $60. 
At the same time the 20 per cent 
coinsurance for home health .services 
under Part B was eliminated this year 
This means that Medicare w ill pay for 
IOO per cent rather than 80 [x-r cent of 
the reasonable amount of necessary 
home health services. 
Since the beginning of the Medicare 
program there has been a deadline for 
submitting doctor bills 
for 
reim­ 
bursement. For example, December 
31, 1973 will lx1 the deadline for sub­ 
mitting bills for physicians’ services 
for the period from October I, 1971 to 
September 30, 1972.

receive payment. This provision ap­ 
plies to any bills after March 1968 and 
the request for reimbursement must 
lx* filed as soon as the error is 
discovered. 
Other changes in the Medicare 
program will affect patients who 
receive extended care following 
hospitalization. One change is that the 
requirement that a patient I m* trans­ 
ferred to a skilled nursing home 
within 14 days of his discharge from 
the hospital, may In* extended to 28 
days. This applies only if there is no 
available lied space at an approved 
skilled nursing facility within the 
patient’s geographic area within tin*

Applegate said he is not involved 
with Rep. Robert E. Netzley’s House 
bill that would require Statehouse 
reporters to complete an examination 
on state fiscal matters before being 
allowed use of the capitol press room. 
While he does have some ideas about 
how reporters might do a better job, he 
said, “ I think they are a lot like us. 
There are some good ones, and some 
bad ones. Rut I think a lot of legislators 
don’t know as much as they should 
about budget matters, either." 
The senator said In* would recom­ 
mend two things that might bt* done to 
improve the press but isn’t sure “ how 
they could tx* carried out, or what 
problems might tx* involved exactly.’’ 
He said reporters should be trained 
in short hand or speed w riting so news 
sources, when tieing interviewed, can 
s|x*ak normally "and not have to go 
word by word and lose their trend of 
thought." 
He said tho training also would 
enable reporters to be more accurate 
in getting quotes down and lx*ing more 
certain of themselves. 
Secondly, the Steubenville Democrat 
said he believed reporters should tx* 


required to wTite the headlines for 
their own stories. 
"Sometimes, a headline will say 
almost the opposite of what the story 
does, and it isn’t the reporter’s fault,” 
he said. **And let’s face it, a lot of 
people don’t read anything but the 
Ix’adlines.” 
Applegate doesn’t have “ a real 
quarrel" with the press, he said. 
"You’ve got some [iriina donnas in 
there, guys who pull things to push 
themselves forward, but so do we. The 
difference is, we have to vote on the 
issues,” he said.

Pickaway County Public Health Nurse 


Retires After 30 Years Service 


After serving 
for 
30 years as 
Pickaw ay County Public Health 
Nurse, Mrs. Robert (Helen) Pickens, 
has officially retired. The program, so 
much a part of her life, will continue to 
hold great interest for her. 
In 1943 Mrs. Pickens was asked to 
accept the position as County Health 
Nurse. 
At 
that 
time 
polio 
was 
prevalent with 17 cases in the county. 
She accepted the challenge and began 
her career fighting the first cases of 
the dreaded disease she had ever 
encountered. 
She said that many homes were 
quarantined during that tragic time. 
Some of the victims were permanently 
crippled and required years of therapy 
in hospitals and clinics. Some had 
respiratory problems and were saved 
from death by iron lungs and rocking 
beds. One iron lung was installed in a 
local home where the family watched 
over the patient. Some of the people 
afflicted remained in wheelchairs the 
rest of their lives. 
Mrs. 
Pickens 
said 
that 
it 
is 
gratifying to know that she and other 
nurses were involved in eliminating 
such diseases as polio, diptheria, 
whooping 
cough, 
smallpox 
and 
hopefully measles. 
During the 1940's and ’50’s diptheria 
was a death causing menace. After the 
patient had been treated by the? doctor 
it was the nurse’s job to take throat 
cultures under the direction of the 
fulltime Health Commissioner, Dr. A. 
D. Blackburn. Much quarantining was 
(kine again. She1 said that this is a thing 
of the past along with many other 
precautions to control disease. 
Mrs. l i kens said further that there 
is seldom a case of scabies (itch) now 
probably due to health education. 
However, there is some impetigo and 
pediculosis (head lice,) She said it 
sometimes takes a lot of bugging to 
assist families and school personnel to 
control this nuisance. One mother 
asked “Oh well, what’s a few boogers 
goin’ to hurt?” 
Then there is the problem of trans­ 
ferring immunization records when a 
family moves to another area. A 
mother wrote pleadingly that the 
School was going to exterminate her 
children if the health board did not 
send the records. 
World War II revealed many cases 
of syphilis. Soldiers returning to camp 
after a leave were examined. At that 
time a new treatm ent had begun called 
Rapid T reatm ent. Som etim es it 
required a little pushing or threats to 
make patients be treated. They were

Be Seen 
In Midwest 


CAPE KENNEDY, Fla. (AP) - 
Unmanned Skylab will be as bright as 
the brightest star in the sky. It will be 
visible at various tim es to 90 per cent 
of the world's population. 
During the first few weeks, the 
second stage of the Saturn 5 rocket 
which boosted Skylab into orbit will 
also be visible at the sam e time, 
although in a slightly different orbit. 
The rocket stage will be tumbling, and 
therefore will appear to tw inkle, unlike 
Sky lab’s steady light. 
Here is a schedule for the next few 
days of the best sighting tim es in local 
time for m ajor cities of the east- 
central United States.

Counterfeit 
Haul Made 
In Cincinnati 


CINCINNATI, Ohio (A P)— Federal 
agents raided a downtown printing 
shop Tuesday, arrested four persons 
and seized $240,OOO in counterfeit $20 
bills. 
ITie U.S. Secret Service reported the 
arrests of three men and a woman, all 
from Ohio, after the raid. Agents said 
three of the four were printing bills at 
the time of the raid. 
All w ere ch arg ed with count­ 
erfeiting. 
'Hie raid cam e after lengthy in­ 
v estigation, according to N orbert 
Nadei, assistant U.S. attorney for 
Southern Ohio. 
More than $340,000 in counterfeit 
bills have lieen seized in the Cincinnati 
area during the past six weeks. 
Nadel said “there has been an 
inordinate am ount of counterfeiting in 
the area recently. The counterfeit bills 
are deceptive because they are good 
reproductions. But the paper isn’t so 
good.” 
Nadel said a num ber of fake $20 bills 
rem ain in circulation. Federal agents 
have arrested 16 persons since mid- 
March.

“This not only is for 
the convenience of the carrier, it in­ 
creases efficiency by enabling the' 
carrier to see clearly into the box when 
letters are to lie picked up and helps 
him to expedite delivery by saving a 
few seconds at each box,” Postm aster 
W alters explained.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P )— Ohio’s 
Department of Natural Resources has 
received authorization to enter into 
consultant contracts totaling $235,000 
in a project to restore the state’s 
unreclaimed strip mine lands. 
The Board on Unclaimed Strip Mine 
I^nds, headed by Sen. Robert T. 
Secrest, D-20 Cambridge, gave its 
approval Monday after interviewing 


proposed consultants. 
Secrest's group was created by 
Ohio’s 1972 strip mine law and was 
charged with making the study. The 
same legislation appropriated $250,000 
for the study. 
The senator said the board intends to 
keep a Jan. I, 1974 deadline the law 
stipulated. He asked the department to 
specify in the contracts that the con­ 


sultants will not receive the last IO per 
cent of their money if their work is 
late. 
Secrest described the goal of the 
board as “ finding out where these 
lands are, w hat types of lands they are, 
and deciding what to do with them.” 
No one as yet has an estimate of the 
acreage, located in southeastern 
Ohio’s coal producing counties. 


The consultants will locate the land, 
identify the owners, come up with a 
total reclamation cost, and suggest 
|K)ssible future uses for the land. The 
property involved was mined for the 
most part before state action requiring 
reclamation. 
In addition to the Secrest group and 
the Natural Resources Department, 
consultants will be responsible to a

COLUMBUS, Ohio I AP) — A federal 
court suit filed by a prison inmate has 
stymied the state’s “ phasing out” 
process at the Ohio Penitentiary, ac­ 
cording to Warden Harold Cardwell, 
lYisoners started moving to the new 
Southern Ohio Correctional Facility at 
Lucasville last September, and the 
Ohio Pen here was to Ik* phased out of 
operation by .lune 30. 
But no men have left the peniten­ 
tiary, except by 
parole, for two

“ There’s no way I can predict when

The hotels also figure 
the house claims 20 per cent of every 
dollar gambled. That means, on the 
average, that a gambler must put up at 
least $3,000 for a hotel to break even. 
One hotel requires a minimum of 
$2,500 in “ action” from junket players. 
“ Then we allow for human nature,” 
said a man who has run junkets for the 
hotel. “ The losers will lose much more 
than the winners win.” 
In the hotel’s eyes the best player, he 
said, is not one who makes huge bets 
for short periods but one who makes 
$10 bets and plays for eight hours at a 
time for the three days. “ He’ll wind up 
dropping everything.” 
What about big winners? Hotel men 
love them about as much as they do big 
losers. 
“ If a guy’s willing to put up $5,000, 
they don’t care if he’s a big winner and 
walks away with a lot,” says William 
Friedman. He is an instructor at the 
University of Nevada and teaches the 
nation s only 
course 
in 
casino 
management. 
“ The idea is they have to give them 
so much action.” 
The hotels maintain a network of 
junket representatives in major cities, 
either full-time salaried employes in 
branch offices or independents who 
are paid $25 to $50 a head, depending 


on the player’s “ quality.” 
On every trip, he said, some players 
turn out to be “ riders” or non-gam­ 
blers. If they haven’t put up a deposit, 
they receive a free trip. 
Many of the hotels have a grading 
system to determine how much 
junketeers are wagering. One hotel 
rates players from AAA for excellent 
to C for average, P for poor and F for 
fraud.

Memorial Hall 
Became Home 


Of Library 


EDITOR’S NOTE. This is the third 
in a series of five articles which outline 
the history of the Pickaway County 
District Public Library. These articles 
are being presented to com m em orate 
the 100th anniversary of the library.

Pickaway County

In the early spring of 1873, the city 
council of Circleville agreed to take 
over the reading room which had been 
established as a Y.M .C.A. project. 
This reading room therefore became 
the first City-owned Public Library in 
Circleville. 
On July I, 1873, all the property of 
this new Circleville Public Library 
was transferred to a room at the Odd 
Fellow’s Hall. E . B. Bauder was hired 
to oversee this library room. Anyone 
wishing to borrow a book had to go to 
Mr. Bauder at his place of business, 
borrow the key to the room , select a 
book, lock the door, and return the key. 
This plan proved to be inconvenient. 
The board of directors decided that a 
permanent librarian should be hired to 
be at the library at all times. 
In Decem ber, 1873, Miss Kila Barks 
was hired as the first 
permanent 
librarian. Her salary was $20 per 
month. At this time, the Circleville 
l\iblic I library owned about 974 books, 
and 51 volumes of m agazines. 
One of the earliest contributors to 
the library was Dr. M arcus Brown. 
Upon his death, Dr. Brown bequeathed 
$10,000 to the library. This money was 
used to buy referen ce m a te ria ls 
throughout the years. The circulating 
art prints were purchased with the 
remainder of this fund. 
By 1889, the Soldier’s Monumental 
Association of I*ickaway County was 
making plans to build a Memorial 
Hall, and the City Council contracted 
to lease the lower floor of this structure 
to house the library. The thought of 
liaving a permanent home for the 
Circleville 
Public 
Library 
was an 
exciting one for the board m em bers. 
They made plans to add new books, 
and to initiate a children’s department 
and a larger reference section. On 
September 12,1892, this plan becam e a 
reality as the library moved into its 
permanent headquarters at Memorial 
Hall 
Memorial Hall is now eighty-three 
years old, and it is still the* library’s 
home. The history of this hall is a 
fascinating one. The next article in this 
series will be dedicated to revealing 
some of the m ysteries of Memorial 
Hall.

Nolan Ryan—but a warm Nolan Ryan 
is nothing like a hot one.

flamethrower was once again his usual 
searing self Tuesday night, hurling the 
American H ague's second no-hitter of 
the baseball season, a dazzling, re­ 
m arkab ly easy 
12-strikeout 
p er­ 
formance. 
It was the first no-hitter for the 26- 
year-old right-hander, who has spent 
the past few seasons coming oh, so 
close to achieving that feat. 
Having finally made it, did he think 
it was his most thrilling moment in 
baseball 
Obviously, you say. 
Wrong, he replies. 
‘‘Coming into a World Series game 
was a greater th rill,” Ryan insisted. 
“That was it!” 
That was when he was a member of 
New York’s Miracle Mets in 1969, when 
he pitched 2 1-3 innings of scoreless, 
threestrikeout relief to preserve a 
victory over Baltimore. 
In Tuesday night’s other American 
league games, Milwaukee outlasted 
Cleveland 2-1 in 17 innings, Minnesota 
mauled Texas 9-5 and the Chicago 
White Sox edged Oakland 6-5 in 12 
innings. The Baltimore-at-Boston and 
Detroit-at-New York Yankees games 
were rained out. 
Ryan likely was not even thinking of 
a no-hitter—not after what happened 
to him last Friday in his last start. He 
lasted a scant one-third of an inning 
against the White Sox, who drove him 
from the mound with a five-run, four- 
hit barrage. 
But of such misfortunes stars are 
made. 
“ I think that shelling helped me bear 
down,” said Ryan, last year s m ajor 
league strikeout leader with 329 who 
raised his major league-leading total 
to 82 with his dozen against the Roy­ 
als—the 35th time in his career he’s 
fanned IO or more in a game. 
“Something like that,” he said of the 
White Sox’ shellacking, “makes you 
wake up and bear down.” 
And bear down he did, fanning the 
side in the first inning, in which he 
gave up one of his three walks. Inning 
after inning went by. By the seventh, it 
would seem, the 12,205 Kansas City 
fans would Im* in an uproar. After all, 
they knew what no-hitters were all 
about. Their own Steve Busby had

Haddock, the lifeblood of Boston 
fishermen, have been all but wiped out 
by foreign fleets which fish outside the 
12-inile international limit. And many 
other commercial species, including 
flounder, perch and herring, have been 
dangerously depleted in the once-rich 
waters stretching from Cape Hatteras, 
S.C., to Maine. 
Unless the federal governm ent 
persuades foreigners to take less fish 
or seizes control of the fishing off its 
shores, industry people say com­ 
mercial fishing will cease in the North 
Atlantic, possibly within three years. 
“The foreign fleets are raping our 
w a te rs,’’ 
says 
Jack 
Donegan, 
president of a local of the Seafood 
Workers Union. 
“ If we don’t move by next year, 
three years from now we’re going to lie 
kissing the 
industry good-bye,” 
Donegan said. “Everyone is saying the 
same thing — management, labor, 
scientists and government. We’re all in 
the same boat.”

Fisheries. He predicted that other 
species will follow the way haddock 
are headed and become commercially 
extinct.

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History Dates Back To I 
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Dear Abby:

C ircleville^ first hospital was 
established in 1894 in an abandoned 
schoolhouse on W. Ohio St. It was 
organized along with a nursing home 
by the good and concerned ladies of the 
community, led by Mrs. Sarah A. 
Heffner and Mrs. Annie Sears. 
It was chartered in April, 1894, as 
The Circleville Home and Hospital to 
offer residence and care for the aged 
and to provide hospital care for the 
injured or ill. 
In 79 years of operation the Cir­ 
cleville Home has continued, always 
under the management of a board 
composed entirely of women. But in 
March this year, when the board 
merged with Brown Memorial Home 
Inc., leadership was suddenly con­ 
verted to a board composed of eight 
men and only one woman. 
The merger marked the culmination 
of more than two years work by ap­ 
pointed officials from four local 
churches and many years of hard work 
on the part of county women to 
maintain the home solely through the 
income derived from room rates and 
private donations. 
Since March, the current building on 
E. Mound St. has abandoned its 


historic name to be known as The 
Brown Memorial Home Inc. The 
geriatric center is named for the late 
Paul and Alice Brown who, in their 
wills, provided for their estate to be 
used in establishing a non-profit rest 
home for the elderly of Pickaway 
County. 
The terms of the will were upheld 
when the Brown governing board 
assumed management after the 
merger with the county’s only 
charitable nursing home already in 
existence. 
After more than three-quarters of a 
century, the operation established by 
Mrs. Heffner and Mrs. Sears will live 
on, but under another name. 
The Circleville Home and Hospital 
had humble beginnings in a structure 
which had once served as a separate 
school for Negro children of the 
community. It was donated by the 
Circleville Board of Education with the 
provision that any time the building 
should cease to be used as a Home and 
Hospital for nine consecutive months, 
the property would revert back to the 
school board. 
The building, a two and one-half 
story structure, was remodeled 


throughout and an addition built, and 
was used by the Home’s board until 
1940. It was formally opened as an 
institution which combined under one 
management two features—a home for 
aged people and a hospital. 
The facility, after a second addition 
three or four years later, con taint'd six 
private rooms, one ward with six beds, 
a well equipped operating room, a 
nurses’ room and a doctors' room. 
It could accomodate 15 persons, and 
all admitted had to be at least 50 years 
of age—reputedly old. The admission 
fee was graded according to the age of 
the applicant. 
One exception to the age limit was 
taken in the case of a young Pickaway 
County girl, blind since birth and or­ 
phaned. She was admitted to the home 
and was cared for by the society for the 
rest of her life. 
Contributions of every kind from 
citizens and organizations in the city 
and county were the institution’s 
primary support. Churches, Church 
societies, 
schools, 
fraternal 
organizations and individual con­ 
tributors made donations of food, 
services, materials and money. 
During its early years, throughout 
the county churches set aside one 
Sunday of each month when offerings 
at the Sunday service were turned 
over to tlw Circleville Home and 
Hospital board tor use by the in­ 
stitution. 
Board members themselves worked 
unceasingly on projects to help support 
the institution. A Home and Hospital 
Fair was held annually which was the 
grand event of tin* year. Members of 
the board were credited with having 
established the first food Ixmth at tin' 
Circleville Pumpkin Show. 
The Home ceased to operate as a 
hospital when Berger Hospital was 
opened in 1930. The operating room 
was altered and becalm* an additional 
resident room. 
The passing of years brought many 
changes for the board of managers. 
Government gratuities for residents of 
the Home, legacies and unceasing 
assistance of the community eased the 
financial burden so that in 1905 Uh* 
board was able to announce the in­ 
stitution free of debt. 
Admission terms changed. Fifty was 
no longer considered aged, so the age

limit was raised. A set fee was 
established with alterations made for 
residents living outside the county. 
The cost was based on whet In* r tin* 
Home was to {xiv burial expeases. 
Residents were classed as boarders, 
temporary residents or life members 
who “ bought a home.” 
In just a few years, the Home had 
established 
a 
fine 
reputation 
throughout tin* country. People from 
as far away as Texas w rote requesting 
admission. 
In 1940, the directors decided that 
upkeep on tin* 69-year-old structure 
was too expensive, so they moved from 
the Ohio St. address to the Robert 
Colville residence at 401 E. Main St. 
Mrs. George Holderman served as 
matron there and Mrs. Frank J. 
Bennett was president of the board. 
A second operation, a convalescent 
home, was started at 203 S. Scioto St. 
by the Circleville Home board. After 
some remodeling ami equipping, both 
men ami women patients were ad­ 
mitted iii January, 1946. 
The present home on E. Mound was 
the first building purchased by tin* 
board. It began operation in 1950 after 
some remodeling. An adjoining corner 
lot on Mound and Pickaway St. was 
purchased later, the existing building 
razed and a second addition to tin* 
home erected in IWO. 
It now w ill liouse 32 patients and has 
a staff of 28. Both men and women, 
some ambulatory and others extended 
care patients, are housed tliere. 
Until the merger two months ago, 
the Circleville Home was the only o i k * 


i i i the state of (Milo supported solely by 
income from room rates and private 
donations. 
In those 79 years, officers and 
members of the Board of Managers 
have given their services without 
compensation. Their efforts insured 
the hopes ami dreams of Mrs. Heffner 
and Mrs. Sears and brought the Home 
through struggles to exist to the

WASHINGTON (A PI 
The Justice 
Department has asked the Supreme 
Court to strengthen the hand of 
prosecutors pursuing “ congressional 
corruption.”

the District ol Columbia 
The U S Circuit Court at Richmond 
tossed out I Iva* of the eight counts, 
reducing Dowdy’s penalty from IH 
months in jail and a $25,(HK) fine to six 
months in jail arid a $2,(HK) fine. 
The circuit court said the govern­ 
ment had delved into Dowdy’s actions 
as a legislator, actions that are closed 
to judicial scrutiny by

A study was conducted on 
Ixdialf of the EPA by Copley 
International Corporation, a 
firm specializing in economic 
effects research, and Pope, 
Evans and Robbins Inc., a 
consulting engineering firm, 
active in pollution abatement,

regulations, » „ 
One aspect of the study was 
to attempt to determine the 
economic effects of odors on 
the property values of single 
family residences. 
A field study was conducted 
in two communities in the I?os 
Angeles metropolitan area, 
Holly (Hen in Hawthorne and 
Southwest Park in Torrance. 
Both of these developments 
are typical of the better grade 
housing tracts constructed in 
the mid-1950s. 
The Holly Glen develop­ 
ment was chosen as the test 
area because it has been 
subject to strong odors 
caused by a major oil 
refinery and chemical plant 
complex nearby. The South­ 
west Park development was 
selected as the control area 
because of its similarity to 
Holly Glen, except that it is 
relatively 
free 
of 
ob­ 
jectionable airborne odors. 
Residents in both areas 
seemed pleased with the 
quality of the local schools, 
made possible at low cost in 
lK>th areas because of ex­ 
tensive industrial taxable 
property within each area’s 
school tax boundries. One of 
the major selling points in 
Ixith areas is their location in 
relatively smog free portions 
in the Ix>s Angeles basin. 
A detailed analysis of the 
profxTty values (and rate of 
property value increase) in 
the test and control areas 
failed to show significant 
differences in the two areas. 
It could not be shown that the 
projHTty values in the test 
area were rising at a slower 
rate due to the presence of 
odors in the community. 


Although it was not possible 
to assess the economic effect 
of odors on property values in 
this way, the researchers feel 
that such a factor must exist. 
However, the economic effect 
on business firms located 
within the test area was more 
readily assessed. At times, 
when high odor intensities 
were experienced by their 
employees, the firms suffered 
interruptions or curtailments 
in production because of the 
discomfort of the workers. 
The sulfur emissions also, 
reportedly, caused corrosion 
of equipment. 
It is obvious that a great 
deal of extra study is required 
to assess the true economic 
effect of pollution so that a 
basis is provided for a cost- 
Ix'nefit approach to pollution 
abatement systems.

I*resident’s repeated claims that he 
didn t. Ralph Nader and Martha Mit­ 
chell have called on him to resign. 
Some columnists and editorial 
writers have suggested that Congress 
should impeach Nixon if it is proved he 
knew of the affair in advance. 
When the television cameras turn on 
in the Senate Caucus Room Thursday 
morning, the nation will begin hearing 
testimony on the inner workings of a 
political campaign that used spying, 
espionage, wiretapping, burglary and 
safes full of secret campaign cash. 
The question being asked is, will the 
public believe, as many told pollsters 
they believed during the 1972 cam­ 
paign, that this is "just politics?" Or 
will they be so dismayed by tactics dis­ 
closed in the hearings that no can­ 
didate will dare allow such deeds 
again?
